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THE ECONOMICS OF SHELTER 


‘ Y studying housing conditions in all their 
economic phases, we may see what aspects of 
the home-providing process are out of balance 
and need bringing up to date...” Thus Mr. 

Bemis introduces his second volume* which runs to 

600 pages of facts, inferences, plans, and figures con- 

cerning the housing problem the world over, with special 

reference to the United States. 

One of the main obstacles to cheap efficient housing 
is found to be the lack of organisation and cohesion in 
the building industry, which in a sense is not an industry 
at all because it does not function as an industry but 
is rather an agglomeration of industries without proper 
unity, form, organisation, or co-ordination. “‘ To refer 
to it as a single industry is a figure of speech.” In all the 
great industries it is possible to centralise and to 
despatch either the finished product, or at least the parts 
which are easily put together. In the case of small 
houses they must be erected here, there and everywhere, 
and the large mass of material required for a house 
makes it impossible economically to transport the 
structure in units ready for putting together. Even 
if some satisfactory system of large scale units were 
provided to standard plans, there would still remain a 
great deal of work to be carried out on the site. To 
overcome this obstacle it has frequently been proposed 
that semi-temporary buildings should be erected to ease 
the situation for the moment, and this appears to have 
been carried out on a larger scale in the United States 
than here. The author points out that in Great Britain 
economic rents are estimated at a considerably lower 
figure than they are in the United States, this being due 
in large measure to the reduced figure on annual repair 
and depreciation due to our more durable forms of 
construction. 

In the United States it is accepted, in the case of 
office buildings, large stores, and the like, as unnecessary, 
indeed undesirable, to build for permanence ; they are 
intended to function for some quarter of a century, by 
which time they will be out of date. The British 
principle as regards housing has always been that houses 
are built as a permanency. A life of sixty years is aimed 
at, and if they last sixty they last, in fact, for an 
immensely longer time. The lack of permanence in the 
new houses of the United States is stigmatised by Mr. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt ; he complains that they “either 
go up in smoke or fall apart during our lifetime. Up to 
1915 the United States has had an unenviable reputation 
for its fire loss and for its annual repair bill caused by 
cheap and unenduring methods. Since 1915 our building 
methods have not improved—they have, in thousands 
of instances, deteriorated.” In Britain the uneconomic 
character of the small house, to be let at a rent which 
the tenant can afford to pay, has thrown the onus of 
small house building either upon the Government or 
upon the local.authorities. Public bodies are alive to 
the virtues of permanence, of possessing houses which, 
once finished, will not require serious attention within 
a measurable period. This policy does not necessarily 
appeal so strongly to the individual who is building for 
immediate sale, and we get the anomaly that the higher 
priced house, sold at an economic figure, is often less 
durable than the cheaper house which is let at an 
uneconomic rent. In addition to this the publicly- 
provided house is generally designed and laid-out by 
skilled men, whereas the larger, unsubsidised house is too 
often of inferior architectural design and wastefully 
laid-out in the form of ribbon development. On the 
other hand, the successful speculative builder has 
evolved an organisation and continuity about his

operations that represent a useful contribution towards 
lowering the cost of house building. These considera- 
tions indicate that we do not suffer so much from 
“cheap and unenduring methods” or from ignorant 
and wasteful planning in our small houses, and our 
housing difficulties cannot be put down to this. 

The real trouble appears to lie deeper for all of us. 
It is that industry cannot afford to give wages which 
will enable the worker to pay an economic rent. A 
table shows us that in the United States and Canada 
(1930) the average portion of a small wage-earner’s 
income required for shelter was 18.75 per cent. In 
Germany in 1925 it was 20 per cent. In Great Britain 
it was 16 per cent. in 1914. Roughly, one-fifth of a 
weekly wage goes in rent and rates. A correspondent 
writing to us on the subject says :—‘ During a period 
of prosperity any successful firm should be capable 
of housing its workers economically, and many have 
done so, but during a slump this is often impossible. The 
difficulties regarding the agricultural labourer are still 
harder to surmount, and one can see no prospect 
that at any time so large a proportion of his wages 
could be afforded by the labourer. It is possible 
that matters may eventually adjust themselves to 
some extent by agricultural workers building their 
own houses, or extending those already existing—a 
task which, with modern appliances, would be no 
more difficult, constructionally, for an enterprising 
man than was the building of boundary walls in the 
old days. One of our principal difficulties to-day is 
the lack of initiative on the part of the individual. 
Everyone, more and more, relies on help, whether 
from the State or the Municipality.” 

The slum difficulty is, of course, a question to itself. 
It can be cured and should never be allowed to recur. 
It will be of particular interest to observe the results 
of the very promising experiments in differential renting 
which are being carried out in Birmingham, Wolver- 
hampton, and Leeds. This would appear to be the 
most promising line of attack as regards those who 
cannot at present afford economic rents. Mr. Bemis 
points out that almost any colony of houses, more 
especially flats, may degenerate into slums if the tenants 
are not carefully selected or trained, or if constant 
supervision is not provided. That slums have little 
to do with actual accommodation is shown by the 
healthy conditions to be found in any small village 
where, with adequate sun and air, the most minute 
cottage can be clean and hygienic provided only that 
it is not overcrowded. ‘“‘ Undesirable tenants” are 
dealt with in Holland by placing them in institutions 
where they are trained in clean living and social habits. 
Unfortunately, those who cannot be reclaimed after 
a period of probation are allowed to shift for themselves, 
except in extreme cases, when they are sent to special 
institutions. No doubt, in time, this system will be 
generally adopted, and special institutions provided 
for all incurable slum makers. This question, of 
course, is closely akin to that of caring for the feeble- 
minded. The slum-maker is a greater social menace 
than is generally realised. The family which cannot 
be trusted to keep its house clean is a public danger, 
since one verminous house will infect a whole terrace 
or block. One would like to see some experiments in 
segregation carried out in this country. 

This volume, with its analysis of current housing 
conditions and trends, and comparisons with the methods 
employed in other industries, is intended to prepare 
the way for Volume III, where a solution is to be 
offered in the form of a rationalisation of the housing 
industry, “thus harmonising the means by which our 
homes are provided with those mostly used in supplying 
the other major needs.” We shall look forward to the 
third volume with interest. 
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A LerTeR in The Times 
Water! the other day contained 
Bridge. the suggestion that 


Waterloo Bridge should be 
taken down carefully and 
rebuilt higher up the river. Com- 
menting upon this letter, a corres- 
pondent writes us that it is an inevit- 
able and natural development that 
those who believe that the most 
beautiful bridge in England is being 
destroyed should desire to see it re- 
built and preserved in some other place 
where it would serve its purpose 
adequately and beautifully. We quite 
agree that it would have been a fine 
gesture on the part of some local 
authority. In the destruction of this 
fine bridge we see the striking proof of 
the poor value attached to works of art 


when they are not in the form of “old 


masters,” easily carried and easily 
housed. It provides a striking com- 
mentary, too, upon fine art and useful 
art, and upon real art values as opposed 
to posthumous or scarcity values. 


WE have heard it suggested 
that the demolition of 
Waterloo Bridge is not 
unlike the analogy of the 
scuttling of the German 
Fleet, in the sense that it settled an 
awkward problem. We fail to see the 
analogy. The problem was settled 
after ten years’ consideration and dis- 
cussion, and it was decided that the 
bridge should not be destroyed. The 
recommendation and decision to retain 
Rennie’s noble design were recorded in 
The Times in these words: “So ends 
at last, and in the happiest manner, a

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controversy which began ten years ago. 
. .. It has in fact been well worth 
waiting all these years for so satis- 
factory a solution.”” Were we search- 
ing for an analogy, we would put it in 
a different form. The problem was 
settled : the decision was scuttled. 


Some indication of the

Subsidies which will be given in 
a Og England and Wales, under 
ing. the Government’s autumn 
legislation, to assist to 

relieve overcrowding, may be gained 
from recent experience in Scotland. 
North of the Tweed, almost 15 per cent. 
of Scottish families live three to a room. 
The English figure worked out on 
equivalent data is only about 1.5 per 
cent. As overcrowding is so very 
much worse in Scotland, under the 
1933 Act a £3 subsidy was offered for 
houses built in that country, to be let 
at very low rents to low-paid wage 
earners living in overcrowded condi- 
tions. Results have admittedly been 
disappointing. Only 1,253 of these 
houses have been completed or are 
under construction or approved. But, 
according to the Under-Secretary of 
State for Scotland, this subsidy has 


blazed a fresh trail in housing. It has 


laid down three conditions: (l) a 
maximum limit of rent; (2) State 
assistance should be given to people of 
low-wage earning capacity; and (3) 
that people who most need re-housing 
are those living in overcrowded con- 
ditions. But there are many expres- 
sions of opinion from Scottish local 
authorities that in their experience the 
£3 subsidy is not high enough. Un- 
fortunately, since subsidies were re- 
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introduced, in Scotland, the cost of 
building has been increasing. Last year 
three-apartment houses in Glasgow 
cost £231, and in Edinburgh £243, 
The cost is now up to £248 in Glasgow 
and £262 in Edinburgh. 


One of the interesting 
features of the housing 
scheme now being carried 
out at Cricklewood by 
the Hampstead Borough 
Council is the quality and price of the 
bricks. This enterprising Council 
decided months ago to accept the plans 
of Mr. Douglas Wood, F.R.I.B.A., and 
to build 290 flats and houses on land 
bought from the Home of Rest for 
Horses. The Council, we are informed, 
declined to accept any subsidies from 
the State, and decided to bear any 
loss on local rates. They found a 
Welsh brick of excellent quality, which 
enabled the original estimates of cost 
to be reduced. The scheme is now so 
well advanced that a few days ago it 
was announced that the inclusive rents 
would probably be as low as 9s., inciu- 
sive of rates, for a flat containing 
one living-room, one bedroom, a kitchen- 
ette and a lavatory. The proposed 
inclusive rent of a non-parlour house 
with three bedrooms is 15s. These will 
be the lowest rates for municipal 
buildings within five miles of Charing 
Cross. It is expected that this housing 
estate will be opened some time next 
year.

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a number of stands for the display of 
objects for use in and about the 
house, but the “exhibits” of primary 
interest are the houses which have 
been erected from the designs selected 
in the recent competition for the best 
types of houses for the modern house- 
holder, and for this exhibition, in 
which 25 winning designs—ten being 
for semi-detached houses—were selected 
out of nearly 500 submitted. The 
winning architects have been placed 
in competition in yet another manner— 
the designing of the gardens for their 
respective houses. Another object 
of the competition was to demonstrate 
that the architect-designed house does 
not mean a more costly house. The 
35 houses—which are ‘ economy 
homes’ in the accepted sense of the 
phrase, the selling prices varying from 
£650 to £1,475—are now built and most 
of them were illustrated in our pages 
recently, The houses vary very 
much in character, and include some 
well-planned and designed buildings, 
ranging from the traditional type to 
the more definitely modernistic flat 
roof type, and as ascertaining the 
desires and needs of people who can 
afford to purchase and occupy houses 
of this standard, it will be watched 
with interest. A good deal of thought 
has been given to the lay-out of the 
estate, and while we should like to 
congratulate the organisers of the 
competition and exhibition upon this 
and in providing these houses designed 
by architects, we are of opinion that 
for the purpose of the experiment 
it would have been better, if possible, 
to have avoided side by side buildings 
which are out of character one with the 
other.

courages a hope that the 
peak of ugliness in the treatment of 
outdoor surroundings has been passed 
and that movement henceforth will 
be mainly in the right direction. 
This treatment still leaves much to 
be desired, but there are indications 
of the public realisation of the stupidity 
of a great deal of it and an endorse- 
ment of the objects of the Society. 
As the report states, technical skill 
and the power of- organisation are 
growing at a great rate, but the nation 
is also learning (if slowly) how to use 
these without destroying all that is 
lovely in rural surroundings, and even 
how to use them so as to increase that 
loveliness. Nevertheless, the de- 
structive power of the narrower type 
of commercialism is still immense, 
its «esthetic limitations. are serious, 
and much remains to be done before 
the position can be considered satis- 
factory, or the societies working for 
the protection of amenities can relax 
their efforts. The report includes 
interesting remarks on the control of

with an abuse which seriously affects 
the amenities of our towns and cities. 
We are, therefore, in hearty agree- 
ment with the following remarks from 
the Scapa report :—‘ Another. kind 
of advertising in towns which, in the 
Society’s opinion, is in need of reform, 
is that of the lettering and other 
displays on the front of shops and 
business premises, theatres and picture- 
houses, hotels and restaurants, which 
are quite out of keeping with the 
design of the building on which they 
are fixed, and which do not deal fairly 
with either the architect or the public. 
The architectural design of street 
buildings is noticeably improving, but 
too often their appearance is spoilt 
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by their being plastered over with 
announcemehts which clash with and 
sometimes almost obliterate the work 
of the architect.” 


Tue litter nuisance is re- 
ferred to in the “ Journal” 
of another society doing 
valuable work for the 
people, i.e., the Commons, 
Open Spaces and Footpaths Preserva- 
tion Society. The issue for July con- 
tains some points of law and practice 
in connection with the Rights of Way 
Act, and a note on some recent Rights 
of Way cases. On the subject of litter, 
the “Journal” says: ‘In the long 
run, the litter nuisance will be over- 
come only by the slow process of 
education and propaganda, and con- 
sequent improvement in the standard of 
public manners. In the meantime, so 
long as the nuisance exists, some penal 
provisions are necessary for dealing 
with it.”” Those provisions are to be 
found in a number of statutes, and for 
the convenience of local authorities 
responsible for the administration of 
open spaces or other places to which 
the public have access, they are sum- 
marised in the “Journal” so far as 
they relate to such places.

He expressed the hope that the Com- 
mittee would present an interim report 
before Christmas, so that an authori- 
tative review of the available methods 
of construction would be ready when 


the terms of the Bill became effective. 


Mr. Shakespeare emphasised the im- 
portance of research in _ building 
materials, and the utilisation of new 
methods of construction with a view to 
reducing costs. He referred to the 
question of ‘scientific discovery in 
respect of sound-proof, heat-resisting, 
and fire-proof materials, and expressed 
his belief that research and invention 
in these matters would lead to the 
provision of working-class flats with 
modern amenities and at. considerably 
lower costs. ;

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EDINBURGH BUILDINGS. 


New Sheriff Court House. 

This building (see pp. 175 and 178) is to be 
erected on the ‘Island Site,’’ an area 
bounded by Lawnmarket, Bank-street, and 
St. Giles-street. It will be recalled that the 
ground covered by the present Sheriff Court 
House in George IV. Bridge is required for 
the extension of the National Library of 
Scotland. The plans and elevations have been 
submitted to, and approved by, the Sheriff 
Court Commissioners and the Royal Fine Art 
Commission for Scotland. 

The main entrance will be from Lawn- 
market. From the entrance there, a 
wide corridor leads to the Court Hall, a large 
apartment 22 ft. wide, running east and west 
across the central axis of the building. From 
this hall, which is top-lit, access is given to 
the four courts and to the staircases at each 
end of the hall. Independent entrances to 
the Court Hall are provided from Bank-street 
and St. Giles-street. The four courts, namely, 
two criminal courts, a civil and a_bank- 
ruptcy court, are on the ground level, and 
provision is made for a further civil court at 
some future date on the first floor. All courts 
are top-lit and contained in a central well. 
Careful attention has been given to the ques- 
tion of ventilation, which will be on a 
mechanical system. Each court has its own 
public gallery entered from a separate cor- 
ridor at first-floor level. The criminal courts 
are at the north end and advantage has been 
taken of the 10 ft. fall on the site from south 
to north to provide a basement here at the 
lower level of St. Giles-street, containing a 
police room, cells, and _ prisoners’ waiting- 
room, with direct access to the docks of the 
courts above. Provision is also made on 
the ground floor for the solicitors’ robing 
room, consultation and waiting-room and 
Press-room, as well as public lavatories, A 
separate sheriffs’ entrance from St. Giles- 
street is also provided. 

On the first-floor there is a conference room 
facing Lawnmarket, a law library, rooms for 
the sheriffs and their clerks, etc. On the 
second-floor will be rooms for the fiscal, etc. 

The elevations, which will be faced with 
Darley stone, have been designed in the 
Classic style and treated in a restrained and 
dignified manner, in keeping with the spirit 
of the adjoining buildings and those of Par- 
liament-square. The building will stand on 
a rusticated base. The main entrance in 
Lawnmarket is set in a projecting bay with 
pilasters, frieze and cornice in the Doric order 
supporting a pediment in which stands the

market and St. Giles are crowned by a deep 
attic story above the cornice.

Government Buildings, Calton Hill. 

The plans prepared for the new Govern. 
ment buildings on the Calton Hill site, 
Edinburgh, by Mr. T. S. Tait, have received 
the unanimous approval of the Royal Fine 
Art Commission for Scotland. Mr. Tait’s 
plans provide accommodation for the Scot- 
tish Office, the Department of Health for 
Scotland, the Department of Agriculture for 
Scotland, the Fishery Board for Scotland, 
the Scottish Education Department, and the 
General Board of Control. 


COMPETITION NEWS 


New County Offices, Herts. : 
Hertfordshire County Council is to invite 
competitive plans for the erection of new 
county offices on the Leahoe estate site. Ex. 
penditure involved may amount to £200,000. 


Exeter City Hall. . ’ 

Exeter City Council, at a special meeting on 
July 21, adopted the proposal of the special 
committee re civic buildings that a city hall 
be erected on the Higher Market site, and 
favoured the provision of accommodation in 
the main hall for an audience up to 3,000. The 
Council also agreed, almost unanimously, to 
the principle of acquiring the freeholds of pro- 
perties in the vicinity in order that the benefit 
of enhanced values might be reaped by the 
citizens. The meeting adopted a suggestion 
that designs for the new hall should be sub- 
ject to open competition. 


Proposed Council Offices, Chertsey. : 

Egham U.D.C. is to invite competitive 
designs for the proposed erection of a public 
hall and offices. A main hall of 5,000 square 
feet, to seat 1,200, with stage, dressing-rooms, 
cloakrooms, etc. ; a smaller hall of 2,000 square 
feet; and offices with a council chamber of 
1,000 square feet area on first floor are pro- 
posed. 


Lav-out Scheme, York. 

The appropriate committee have recom- 
mended the York Town Council to invite archi- 
tects to submit a lay-out of and a scheme for 
building on the prison grounds, York Castle, 
the greater part of which is to be demolished. 


Council School, Dudley. 

The assessor, Mr. . T. Buckland, 
F.R.I.B.A., in the architectural competition 
for the proposed new council school on the 
Wren’s Nest portion of the Priory Estate, 
Dudley, for the Dudley Education Committee, 
has made the following award :—1st, Messrs. 
S. N. Cooke and W. N. Twist, FF.R.1.B.A., 
Sun Building, Bennetts Hill, Birmingham 
(£150); 2nd, Messrs. Cherrington and Stain- 
ton, FF.R.I.B.A., Edmund-street, Birming- 
ham (£100); 3rd, Messrs. Nicol and Nicol and 
Thomas, chartered architects, 117, Colmore- 
tow, Birmingham (£50). The competition was 
limited to architects having an office within 
15 miles of Dudley. We illustrate the design 
placed first in this issue. 


New Council Offices, Market Bosworth. 

The following notice has been issued by 
the R.J.B.A. :—The Competitions Commit- 
tee desire to call the attention of members 
to the fact that the conditions of the above 
competition are not in accordance with the 
regulations of the R.I.B.A. The Competi- 
tions Committee are in negotiation with the 
promoters in the hope of securing an amend- 
ment. In the meantime, members should 
not take part in the competition. 





Housing in Fifeshire. 

The Finance Committee of Fife County 
Council has adopted a recommendation that 
the county be divided into four areas for 
housing ‘purposes, and that four architects 
be appointed to deal with the scheme at a 
cost of £5 per house, as against £10 charged 
at present. The Council has authorised the 
building of 482 houses spread over 22 dif- 
ferent sites. 
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“THE BUILDER” IDEAL VILLAGE COMPETITION: First Premiated Design. 
BY MR. CHARLES P. MEDDICK, P.A.S.I. 
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“ THE BUILDER ” 


Tue award in this competition was an- 
nounced in our last issue, and this week we 
illustrate two of the successful designs. The 
report of the assessor, Mr. D. Barclay Niven, 
FJR.I.B.A., is as follows :— 

There has been a gratifying response to 
the invitation issued by the proprietors of 
The Builder in promoting this competition. 
A considerable number of good schemes has 
been received, and the general standard of 
the designs is high. 

First place has aie given to design No. 3, 
(Mr. Charles P. Meddick, P.A.8.I.), which 
more exactly fulfils the conditions than any 
other. In this scheme the river has very 
properly been considered as a principal fea- 
ture, and good use has been made of it and 
its banks for pleasure and for water traffic. 
There is an adequate communal centre with 
satisfactory locations for shopping and im- 
portant buildings; there would be pleasant 
house building sites with abundance of air 
and ample open space. Light industry is 
conveniently placed in relation to road, rail 
and the river. The scheme generally, 
although laid out om garden city lines and 
reasonably compact, still retains some of 
the characteristics of an ideal village, and 
would be a ‘‘desirable place to live in and 
likely to attract people who wish to retire 
and would settle there.” 

Second place is given to No. 23 (Mr. H. H. 
Powell, B.Arch., A.R.I.B.A.), in many re- 
spects a very good compact design, but the 
river frontage might with advantage have 
been better developed. 

Third place is given to No. 17 (Mr. H. 
Heathman, L.R.I.B.A., and Miss E. D. 
Blacker, F.I.A.A.), which is also a good 
design, although rather formal for a village 
of 5,000 inhabitants.

Many of the other schemes have also con- 
siderable merit, amongst the most notable 
being Nos. 28, 7, and 32. No. 28 is a fine 
conception, but surely too magnificent for an 
“ideal village,’’ and more suitable in its 
grand manner for a wealthy patron of past 
times. 

In certain of the designs submitted, too 
literal an interpretation has been given to the 
expression ‘‘ garden city lines,’’ and it has 
been forgotten that the competition was for 
an “‘ideal village.’’ Few of the competitors 
show evidence of practical experience, and 
some of them are manifestly influenced by 
published types of Germanic and American 
town planning, most of which are too 
grandiose ever to be carried out. Some of 
the competitors, while submitting ingenious 
drawing-board designs, carried geometrical 
balance to an absurdity, or have wide boule- 
vards or other features out of place in a 
village. In other places we find the railway, 
or the main traffic road, carried—most un- 
necessarily—through the centre of the village, 
with level crossings, skew bridges, or expen- 
sive cuttings, and even—in one case—with a 
costly tunnel carried under the river. How- 
ever, the competition has produced many 
highly interesting schemes, the standard of 
presentation is generally good, and it has 
served a very useful purpose, 

None of the competitors seems sufficiently 
to have appreciated that nowhere are there 
more beautiful villages worthy of study than 
in this country of England, where, although 
planning has in most cases been spontaneous 
and not to be copied, still where advantage 
has been taken of natural features and loca- 
tions, resulting in a charm and attraction 
which mere academic drawing-board designs, 
although ingenious, can never give. 


CONTROL OF FILLING STATIONS 


NEW L.C.C. BY-LAWS. 


Tue Public Control. Committee of the 
London County Council has made certain 
recommendations to the Council in connec- 
tion with by-laws, pursuant to the provisions of 
Section 11 of the Petroleum (Consolidation) 
Act, 1928, for regulating the appearance or 
prohibiting the establishment of petroleum 
filling stations in certain streets and places 
in the County of London. 

Under the by-laws (which have been 
adopted by the Council), certain areas have 
been set aside in which ‘“‘ no person shall 
establish or occupy any visible petroleum 
filling station . . . unless the appearance of 
such filling station is such as not to affect 
injuriously the enjoyment by the public of 
any place of beauty or historic interest or 
any street or place which is of interest by 
reason of its picturesque character or any 
public park or pleasure promenade or any 
view of or from any rural scenery.’ 

A further paragraph in the by-laws refers 
to the question of advertisements and 
forbids the display of ‘‘ visible advertisement 
name or lettering used in or in connection 
with such filling stations,’’ subject to various 
provisos, the effect of which is to permit 
such names to be displayed on building and 
plant in letters of stipulated size. An 
important paragraph controls the use of 
colour and requires all visible apparatus in 
filling stations in controlled areas to 
painted a uniform colour. A further para- 
graph lays down a list of building methods 
and/or materials which must be employed 
in the construction of the station. 

Filling stations now in existence shall be 
exempted from the operation of so much of 
the by-laws as requires any structural altera- 
tion of such stations to be made. 

Certain areas are “‘ sterilised ”’ in so far as 
the establishment of new filling stations is 
concerned. 


A “‘ Standard Sign.” 
A standard sign (reproduced on page 179) 


has been prepared for general adoption. 
This may be displayed in not more than three 
positions. Following is the official descrip- 
tion :—1. In the symbol at the top of the 
sign the arrow and wings shall be gilt; the 
curved stay supports and the bolts securing 
them shall be black. The small circles on the 
shaft of the arrow indicate reflecting studs 
which should be dispensed with unless par- 
ticularly required. 2. The part indicated by 
the letter B is a fixed panel. Only the name 
of the filling station or of the occupier 
thereof shall be inscribed on this panel. 3. 
The parts indicated by the letter C are 
movable panels. Only the names of the com- 
modities sold at the filling station shall be 
inscribed on these panels. 4. The part 
indicated by the letter D is a fixed panel. 
There may be displayed on this panel. any 
other inscription which is required. 5. The 
letters E indicate open spaces. 6. All the 
panels aforesaid, except s@ far as they are 
occupied by lettering or numerals, shall be 
black. 

7. All lettering and numerals appearing 
on the sign shall be of the type shown and 
of a size not exceeding the scales indicated 
in Part III of this Schedule and shall be 
silver or white. [These are based on six- 
teenth-century Italian type—Ep.] 8. Sub- 
ject to the foregoing requirements as to the 
character and colour of the said panels and of 
the lettering thereon, the said panels may be 
so made as to provide for their illumination 
at night. 9. All those visible parts of the 
— with respect to which no provision as to 
colour has hereinbefore been made shall be 
scarlet. 

10. The frame shall be provided with 
slotted sides for the insertion of the movable 
panels and provision shall be made for hola- 
ing the panels in position. 11. The dimen- 
sions of the sign shall be as shown in one or 
other of the foregoing diagrams [The second 
diagram is similar to that reproduced, except 
that the height is shown to be 7 ft. 6 in. and 
the width 3 ft. 9 in.—Ep.] and in accordance 
with the scales thereof. ~

“Lest We Forget.” 

Smr,—It is to be hoped that Mr. Townroe’s 
warning may be noted by those in authority 
before we are committed to the folly of a 
repetition of the Department of Building 
Materials Supply which operated under the 
Addison Housing Scheme. As Mr. Townroe 
points out, quite truly, that department was 
officered and manned by people of outstand- 
ing capacity, but it was powerless to prevent 
prices from soaring up to unheard-of heights, 
and even at such prices the department was 
often unable to deliver the goods, and was, 
indeed, only thankful if one could put before 
it the offer of some old material that had 
become available; authority to purchase such 
material, even at a starvation price, was 
readily given. 

May I give some figures to show the 
present-day bearing of the prices paid at that 
time? They relate to 94 cottages built under 
the Addison organisation about 20 miles from 
London. The cost of them for builders’ work 
was £973 each—and, everything included, 
£1,022 each—a total of £96,142. The annual 
outgoings for interest, repayment of loan, 
repairs, etc., amount to £6,692 17s., and the 
income from rents is £2,194 8s., leaving an 
annual deficiency of £4,498 9s. This is borne 
to the extent of £990, the product of a penny 
rate, by the local authority, and the balance, 
amounting to £3,508 Qs., is paid by the State. 

I think I am right in saying that this 
arrangement will continue for 45 years more, 
and that the same thing is going on all over 
the country. 

What grounds are there for thinking that 
a body of National Commissioners will suc- 
ceed in keeping down prices when the skilled 
and experienced men of the D.B.M.S. failed?

Dwellings for Aged Persons. 

Sm,—Housing reformers are anxiously 
awaiting the text of the new Housing Bill, 
which is to be introduced into Parliament in 
November. Mayl express the earnest hope that 
the Bill will enable reasonable financial assist- 
ance to be given to local authorities for the 

rovision of small dwellings of a type suitable 
or aged persons? In a reply to a question 
which I put in the House of Commons on 
July 26, the Minister of Health stated that he 
was aware that there is an increasing demand 
for these dwellings in many parts of the 
country. 

Section 46 of the Housing Act, 1930, em- 
powered the Minister to pay an Exchequer 
subsidy of £5 per house annually for 40 years 
to local authorities who provided small dwell- 
ings (cottages, bungalows or flats) that would 
definitely be reserved for occupation by aged 
persons, whether married or single. Upwards 
of 4,000 of these houses have now been com- 
pleted in England and Wales at an average 
cost of about £200 per house, exclusive of land 
or street-works. The accommodation generally 
consists of a living room, scullery, bedroom 
and bath, with a total floor area of about 400 
sq. ft. Rents, including rates, range from 
5s. to 6s. 6d. a week. 

Most unfortunately, this useful scheme was 
terminated by Sir Hilton Young at the end 
of 1932. Nevertheless, in view of the fact 
that there are tens of thousands of aged 
persons who only require small dwellings, and 
who cannot possibly afford high rentals, it is 
essential that their housing needs should be 
regarded as a national responsibility and a 
public service.

THE DESIGN OF STEEL-FRAMED 
BUILDINGS 


In a paper read before the recent Inter- 
national Congress for Steel Development on 
“The Architecture of Modern Industrial 
Steel-frame Buildings,’ Mr. R. L. A. Schoe- 
maker (Delft, Holland) referred to the 
controversy about the influence of modern 
industrial buildings on current architecture. 
That, he said, could be solved by a proper 
understanding of modern building methods 
and the social and economic changes of the 
last twenty years. Architecture was a living 
art, influenced by the possibilities of con- 
struction and building materials. That 
was the reason why the idea contained in 
the phrase, ‘‘truth in structure and fitness 
for purpose are more important than stylistic 
copyism,” had imparted new life to archi- 
tectural conception and to the works of 
architects and their art. It must not be 
that next to the man of art, the 


forgotten 2 
architect, stood the man of science, the 
constructional engineer, with his outfit of 
knowledge. Architectural conception, if 


fettered by social and utilitarian claims, was 
not free. For the constructional engineer, 
however, freedom in construction would give 
a certain character to his compositions ; they 
would become interesting by their structural 
expression, and appeal to one—consciously 
or unconsciously—as soon as the features 
were proportional according to their gradated 
importance of function. In his opinion, 
that was the reason why these modern indus- 
trial structures were of great importance in 
the development of modern architecture, 
notwithstanding the possible absence of 
artistic feeling in the constructor. ; 

The simplicity in design and details of 
civil engineering work, in which there was 
no question of sacrificing age | to effect, 
where the purpose of every element was 
clearly defined in an unaffected manner, had 
had a decisive effect on the course of modern 
architecture. Starting from the period of 
sterile imitation of historic styles, passing 
through functionalism and rationalism, we 
might now speak of the “‘nudistic’’ period 
in which special care and attention was paid 
to inter-relation and fenestration and from 
which decorative elements were practically 
banished. Any structural unit as the out- 
come of intellectual effort and calculation 
(were it a lattice-work bridge or a steam 
engine) was just as much the result of crea- 
tive imagination as was the work of a painter 
or sculptor. It was the mental concentration 
on every detail preceding realisation in con- 
struction which might make technical science 
of great stylistic influence. The very sim- 
plicity of technical form fascinated by tech- 
nical beauty because one realised it as the 
result of intellectual concentration. Absence 
of the decorative element intensified the ex- 
pression of practical utility. 


Art and Technique. 

In pure utilitarian forms, perfectly 
balanced as to proportions, ornament could 
not add beauty, no more than, for instance, 
the beauty of the Venus Anadyomene could 
have been enhanced by added ornament. 
Though every utilitarian form might hold 
the keynote to beauty, it did not follow, 
however, that it would please the eye. To 
his mind there was great truth in the saying 
that ‘‘art begins where technique ends.” 
If we observed the wooden pillars with pin 
ends in the gallery of a sporting building in 
Niirnberg, they imparted to us the sense of 
static structure in the architect, who had to 
consider the technical qualities of his avail- 
able material just as much as the designer 
of the old temple—the so-called basilica—in 
Paestum had to consider his, but where the 
Greek architect gave expression to the 
propping function of the stone pillar—accen- 
tuating force, tension and raising the whole 
to a height of supreme beauty—we saw that 
the above-mentioned gallery post was merely 
calculated on resistance to lateral bending. 
That simple example might illustrate that 


technique was in the service of art, as the 
entire history of architecture went to prove. 

In former centuries, architects and con- 
structional engineers were one, and architec- 
tural forms were the result of the structural 
combination of wood and stone. The en- 
closed space arose from the achievement of 
a fixed purpose; the architectural modelling, 
defined by practical and esthetic considera- 
tions, was carried to the limit of technical 
possibilities. In modern times, marked by 
movement, speed and rhythm, architect and 
engineer had each his separate and own 
sphere of work, but it could be stated with- 
out doubt that the latter influenced the 
former in his artistic feeling and expression. 
The architect, from being the master-builder, 
had become in effect the plastic artist. In 
modern industrial buildings, technique might 
become art; architect and engineer mutually 
profited as to their conceptions by co-opera- 
tion, and if skill, intellectual capacity and 
artistic feeling were harmoniously blended, 
the art of constructing might become archi- 
tectural art, or in other words building 
might become architecture. It stood to 
reason that architectural treatment of a 
utilitarian building should be based in the 
first place on utilitarian motives, technical 
possibilities of execution, economic necessity 
and available materials. 


Structure and External Design. 

It was obvious and logical that it required an 
effort to adapt external design to those needs 
and conditions. Factory and commercial archi- 
tecture had become greatly interesting as a 
problem of what might be attained in that 
respect without sacrificing utility to effect. 
The severe outlines had created a revolu- 
tion and evolution in architectural concep- 
tion. Independence and absolutely new 
forms of architecture had been created b 
the introduction of steel-frame and _steel- 
skeleton with their unlimited and unprece- 
dented possibilities. The load-bearing func- 
tion of the steel frame—the basic character- 
istic of the new construction methods—had 
given the architect a greater freedom than 
he had ever before had. As the walls were 
no longer needed to support floors and roofs, 
and as any demand regarding space and 
form could be met, it was evident that the 
modern industrial building was the first to 
profit by these new possibilities. The ex- 
treme weight-carrying capacity of structural 
steelwork was clearly expressed, where the 
stanchions and steel-frame were visible in 
the external walls. The architect, recognis- 
ing the value of structural expression, soon 
used this framework as an element in the 
architectural treatment, and combined it 
with the large horizontal or vertical areas 
of glass now easily effected. The introduc- 
tion of this new principal feature in indus- 
trial buildings had become a password to a 
new architectural domain. To eliminate the 
risk of corrosion, the external steel stan- 
chions were coated with a 4-in. thick layer 
of masonry, which gave birth to the steel 
skeleton construction method. Soon that 
method was applied to all kinds of buildings, 
but, although the theory of wall construction 
was revolutionised, it must be stated that 
the exterior walls of commercial and utility 
buildings were still erected to simulate their 
old function to support weight. The lasting 
qualities of brick and stone walls as good 
insulators of heat were time-tested, and 
their effective qualities were of renown, but 
economy of construction demanded light yet 
durable materials, and therefore wall con- 
struction had to be altered accordingly. It 
was now, so to speak, composed of two skins, 
the outer one impervious to moisture or any 
weather influence, the inner one absorbent 
with a view to avoiding condensation. That 
a material non-conductive of heat and sound 
was needed between the two skins went 
without saying. Thin coatings of stone, 
polished granite, metal sheet and glass were

now applied as an outer skin, lined with 
hollow blocks, aerocrete or other light 
materials with non-conducting qualities. We 
had also to bear in mind that the choice of 
materials for outer walls was not only fixed 
by their integrity and weather-proofness, but 
by their appearance, sometimes their decora- 
tive qualities, and the ever-necessary expen- 
diture for maintenance must be considered. 

He quite agreed, said the lecturer, with 
the saying that adequate choice of materials 
was the preconceived essence of design. It 
was evident that all those alterations in 
building construction had influenced the 
exterior aspect, and those reliable materials 
had given quite a new outlook for architec- 
tural treatment, where, moreover, the archi- 
tect might find the decorative motives in his 
necessities. 

By means of sketches, all based on the 
same steel structure, the lecturer then illus- 
trated what could be attained by a steel- 
frame or skeleton of a given pattern. The 
opportunities for variety, he said, were, of 
course, unlimited and these sketches empha- 
sised the extent of the change which the 
steel frame and steel skeleton had made in 
modern building conception, a change which 
had, moreover, unquestionably been affected 
by the physical and mental needs of the 
present generation. It was his belief, con- 
cluded the lecturer, that the course modern 
architecture was taking was determined by 
modern inventions for construction and 
modern materials, and not by classical tradi- 
tions nor by copyism of historic periods of 
style and their variations, and that that 
future course was now more or less mapped 
out by the so-called utilitarian architecture, 
with the steel frame as an important visible 
or invisible feature, 


LOW HOUSING STANDARDS 


Sm Hizton Youne, the Minister of Health, 
received a deputation on July 24 from the 
Central Panels Committee of the Council for 
the Preservation of Rural England, the Royal 
Institute of British Architects, and the Insti- 
tute of Builders. The deputation was intro- 
duced by Sir Percy Hurd, M.P., and there 
were present :—Sir Percy Hurd, M.P., Mr. 
S. C. Ramsey, F.R.I.B.A., Mr. A. L. Roberts, 
F.R.I.B.A., Mr. E. Guy Dawber, Sir Leslie 
Scott, K.C., Mr. G. H. Jack, Mr. H. G. 
Griffin, and Mr. L. A. Peyman. 

The deputation expressed the anxiety with 
which they viewed the “ uglification ” of the 
countryside due to the low standard still 
observed in many of the houses that were 
being erected. The matter was of growing 
importance, in view of the rapid increase in 
building that was now taking place, and was 
likely to continue. They desired in particu- 
lar to draw the attention of the Minister to 
a report prepared by the Central Panels Com- 
mittee containing recommendations for the 
improvement, and extended use, of the system 
of local advisory panels which had been made 
available to local authorities to assist them in 
dealing with the building plans submitted to 
them. The deputation emphasised that the 
panels desired to work most cordially with the 
authorities and their officials, and not in any 
way to interfere with their powers or 
functions. 

The Minister said in reply that he shared 
to the full the desire of the Central Panels 
Committee that everything practicable should 
be done to secure a high standard of building 
and preserve the beauty of the countryside. 
The deputation were, indeed, preaching to the 
converted. He was, however, glad to believe 
that there were already some signs of im- 
provement as compared, for example, with 
building in Victorian times. He welcomed 
the assurances of the deputation that they 
were seeking to work in cordial co-operation 
with others, and he thought that means of 


progress were to be found in this direction. 
The deputation wers aware that a circular 
had been issued to local authorities in com- 
mendation of the panel system, and he would 
continue to take all practical measures te 
bring to the attention of local authorities the 
useful assistance which they could obtain.

AMERICAN BUILDING IN REVIEW. 


It has been the fashion in recent years in 
certain quarters to depreciate the efficiency 
of British builders, and to praise the feats of 
American builders, : ak 
ae careful study of the ——, a 
industry, prepared by an_ impartia 
= cy te a Mr. A. F. Bemis, and pub- 
lished by the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology Press, is therefore of particular in- 
terest. Mr. Bemis has organised an inquiry 
into housing in all parts of the world, and 
financed the publication of three valuable 
volumes on the subject. The second volume, 
under the general title of ‘‘ The Economics of 
Shelter,’ has just reached this country.* _ 

One of the sections of this book deals with 
the organisation of building. It is stated that 
the American building industry employs two 
and a half million men, and the average out- 
put in recent years thas been $5,000,000,000. 
Nevertheless, states Mr. Bemis, “it is a 
loose organisation of small units in which the 
individual entrepreneur has little capital and 
employs few men; the work is done in a hit- 
or-miss fashion ; loyers’ organisations are 
weak ; while fhaee of employees are strong and 
active.’ He acknowledges that high efficiency 
may be developed in the building of offices or 
factories, but states that the ‘‘ home construc- 
tion process usually resembles the last days of 
the Tower of Babel.’’ According to this ex- 
tremely careful study, the one universal and 
ever-present characteristic of the American 
building industry is waste! According to a 
Committee of the Federated American Engi- 
neering Societies, 53 per cent. of building 
operations represented waste. 


Output. 

Official figures are produced to show how 
immediately after the War output decreased. 
In 1920 bricklayers on ordinary wall work laid 
only about 500 bricks per day, as against an 
average of 1,200 to 1,500 per day prior to the 
war. This was said to be due partly to lack 
of organisation, and to —~ of building 
trade labour. It is estimated, however, from 
information gathered from contractors that 
the output per man has steadily improved of 
recent years. This is attributed to the fact 
that the unemployment of the past few years 
has stimulated the workers to greater effort, 
and enabled employers to pick their men and 
exercise economy. 

A clear distinction is made between com- 
mercial and house building in the States. It 
is admitted that in the construction of a great 
New York skyscraper every detail of the 
work is arranged far in advance; practically 
every piece of material has a designated place ; 
materials are delivered with clockwork regu- 
larity; the equipment is modern, and the 
methods of erection are efficient. But in the 
case of house building the materials are often 
delivered half-finished, with consequent exces- 
sive waste in handling and rehandling, and 
the use of labour-saving devices is the excep- 
tion. 

The employers’ organisations are said to be 
“manifold, overlapping and loose-knit.’’ But 
the labour organisations are ‘‘ essentially mili- 
tant, having been created for the specific pur- 
pose of securing pecuniary benefit through 
maintenance of wage scales, and of obtaining 
favourable hours of work and other advan- 
tages.”’ As a result, the rates of wages of 
skilled workers in the building industry in 
many years were about double those in manu- 
facturing industries. 

Since 1929, however, the total earnings have 
fallen off sharply. The average hours of build- 
ing trade workers has fallen since 1900 down 
to 40 per week, whereas the standard hours 
in manufacturing industry in America as a 
whole are about 50 hours per week. Employ- 
ment, however, as in this country, is intermit- 
tent and irregular. 

It is of interest to learn that just as in this

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country the industry is suffering from un- 
reasonable and obsolete restrictions, so in the 
United States building codes are framed on 
unscientific lines and compel a_ needlessly 
heavy addition to the cost of construction. 
There are 1,500 building codes in the United 
States and, according to a survey made in 
1931, 80 municipalities had codes 20 or more 
years old. Some of the regulations in the 
States are said to be puerile. For example, 
the concrete foundation wall for a frame-house 
has always to be 12 in. thick, whether for a 
cottage on dry land or for a stone mansion 
on marshy ground. It is estimated that as 
much as 20 per cent. of the cost of building 
could be saved in some American cities by the 
adoption of codes based on accurate know- 
ledge. 

Mr. Bemis quotes the following sentence 
from THe Burper of February 1/, 1933, to 
illustrate his point regarding the necessity to 
provide for the revision of regulations as 
building practice changes :—‘‘ It is an undeni- 
able fact that by-laws and building regula- 
tions have not kept pace with this change, 
and to-day form serious and _ increasing 
obstacles to cheaper building, not only in 
our cities and large Setinn, Gab throughout 
the United Kingdom.”’ 

Finally, the author argues that as compare 
with ordinary manufacturing processes, the 
house-building industry has lagged behind. 
It is quite true that individual buildi 
materials, such as nails, cement, steel an 
bricks, are efficiently manufactured, but the 
rocess of building these materials into a 
aes has not reacted to the stimulus of the 
industrial revolution. He prophesies that the 
‘‘ Babel’s Tower of disabilities is about to 
fall,’’ and that on its site will be erected a 
new conception of building structure, based 
upon present-day industrial, commercial and 
social conditions. 


AMERICAN BUILDING STATISTICS. 

A RECENT issue of The Index, published 
by the New York Trust Company, reviews the 
construction industry in the U.S.A., its de- 
pression record and present status. ‘‘ One 
of the most important outlets for capital 
goods,’’ the broadsheet states, ‘‘ is the build- 
ing construction industry. In 1930, it took 
approximately 17.8 per cent. of the finished 
steel manufactured in this country, which was 
a greater quantity than any other industry, 
and an estimated 55 per cent. of the manu- 
factured lumber. In addition, building con- 
struction consumes vast quantities of cement, 
stone products, brick and clay, copper, lead, 
zinc, paint, glass and innumerable other pro- 
ducts. The ramifications of any marked con- 
traction in building are consequently wide- 
spread, and pronounced inactivity in new 
construction affects scores of other industries. 
In the light of these considerations, the pre- 
sent status of building construction constitutes 
a matter of primary importance. The pro- 
gressive decline in new undertakings during 
the past five years, and the failure of build- 
ing to record any substantial improvement in 
1953, represent an obstacle to general recovery 
which has not yet by any means been wholly 
surmounted. There have been some recent 
gains in contracts awarded, but building con- 
struction has still to attain that health 
condition which would insure playing its full 
part in our national economy.” 

The broadsheet publishes figures which 
show that the value of construction contracts 
has dropped from $6,303,055,100 in 1927 to 
$1,255,708,400 in 1933. It continues :— 
“The Government programme for stimulating 
construction activity, and thereby increasing 
employment, has taken the form both of pub- 
lic works projects, undertaken either directly 
by the Federal Government or in co-operation 
with State and local governmental agencies, 
and of various housing programmes planned 
in conjunction with slum clearance projects. A 
total of $3,300,000,000 was appropriated for 
public works in 1933, and it is expected that 
at least $500,000,000 will be available in 1934 
from the $2,000,000,000 ‘ recovery fund.’ The 
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entire 21933 appropriation was allocated, by 
the end of the year, for construction work in 
every State, and actual contracts awarded 
amounted to over $1,000,000,000. 


Pre-Fabricated Houses. 


‘* Looking beyond the immediate present,”’ 
the broadsheet continues, ‘‘ housing authori- 
ties contemplate eventual construction exceed- 
ing anything this country has hitherto 
known. Apart from meeting the normal 
housing shortage which has resulted from the 
decreased building of the past few yeurs, and 
apart from new projects consequent upon sium 
clearance programmes, they see a tremendous 
market for new homes costing between $3,000 
and $4,000 which would replace dwellings 
which have now become inadequate accord- 
ing to all modern standards. To meet this 
demand by developing a new type of house 
and new methods of construction, through 
which certain of the processes of mass 
production could be applied to home 
building is considered one of the most 
vital problems facing the industry. Better 
utilisation of space to cut down normal 
building costs, the pre-fabrication of cer- 
tain standardised parts, and factory fab- 
rication of the entire structure, repre- 
sent three of the methods by which a 
solution of the problem is being sought. So 
far, developments along these lines are 
largely in the experimental stage, and the 
small family dwelling of the future which 
can meet the necessary requirements of space, 
comfort and cost has not been fully de- 
veloped. Nevertheless, some authorities 
believe that a $1,200 (£300 at par) house 
suitable for the average family of small 
means can be constructed and delivered 
‘when manufacture and distribution shall 
have approximated one-half the efficiency in 
production evidenced in the automotive 
field.’ The houses for this market now 
being planned vary greatly in some respects, 
but have a number of things in common. 
Steel is the general. material for the frame- 
work, and pre-fabricated panels, special wall 
boards, increased use of glass and tiling are 
among other innovations. They are pre- 
pared in factories, ready for quick assembly, 
and to get the utmost advantage in price 
must conform to general specified plans. 
Furthermore, the programme of sponsors of 
these new houses contemplates their delivery 
with complete standard equipment. It 
usually includes cooking, water and house 
heating systems; air-conditioning equipment 
with humidity control, interior plumbing, 
electric fixtures, and complete exterior and 
interior decoration. | How successful this 
new housing programme may be cannot now 
be determined, but it is at least possible that 
in the next decade the construction industry, 
in so far as home building is concerned, may 
undergo definite changes. Many of the ob- 
jections to pre-fabricated buildings are still 
to be overcome, but in the low-price class of 
house it is felt that they represent the only 
solution to the housing problem of the 
future. 


‘* One other factor in the situation which 
may eventually aid the industry in its efforts 
toward recovery is found in the code for fair 
competition which was finally approved by 
President Roosevelt, after six months of 
negotiations, on January 31. In addition to 
establishing minimum wages, hours of work 
and other regulations governing every form 
of building from highways to skyscrapers, 
the code sets up a National Construction, 
Planning and Adjustment Board to super- 
vise labour and trade relations within the 
industry. In announcing final approval of 
this code, General Hugh S. Johnson, National 
Recovery Administrator, declared that, for 
the first time, the construction industry 
would have the power through co-ordinated 
action to check fluctuations in the volume of - 
construction, and that the code represented 
one of the most comprehensive self-governing 
instrumentalities set up under the N.R.A. 
Furthermore, contractors of the better type 
believe that the code will assist them in their 
efforts to deal fairly with sub-contractors and 
material dealers.’ ;

The New Brighton Bathing Pool, Wallasey. 

The new bathing pool, constructed imme- 
diately opposite the Marine Park, is built 
out on the sands, with a southerly aspect, 
and sheltered from cool winds by substan- 
tial but graceful buildings containing nearly 
two thousand dressing lockers, café, etc. 
Ample accommodation is provided for spec- 
tators. The total area occupied by bathing 
pool and buildings is approximately four 
and a half acres. 

Construction is mass concrete, and the 
floor is reinforced with steel mesh. The 
interior is finished with a special white Port- 
land cement, and a combined scum trough 
and handrail in faience runs round the sides. 
Careful precautions have been taken in the 
design to ensure that no one but an actual 
bather has access to the sides of the pool 
immediately adjoining the water area. The 
area of the pool is approximately 6,500 sq. 
yards, the extreme length being 530ft., and 
the maximum width 225ft. The special 
championiship area on the south side is 
165 ft. long (32 laps to one mile) by 60 ft. 
wide, and the central part of the pool, for 
general swimming, is 330ft. (16 laps to one 
mile) by 60 ft. The maximum depth is 15 ft. 
in the diving area, and at the north side 
bathers can walk down an artificial sloping 
concrete beach into the water. The pool 
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contains 1,376,000 gallons of pure sea water, 
which will be constantly changed, purified, 
filtered and chemically treated at the rate of 
172,000 gallons per hour. Diving stages are 
provided, and under-water lighting is prov 
vided by twelve special electric lamps fixed 
in a duct at the deep end of the pool, and 
above-water flood-lighting has alee been 
arranged. With regard to the buildings 
surrounding the pool, the general outline of 
the water area, together with the methods of 
administration decided upon, has more or 
less determined the lay-out of the buildings. 
The buildings, which are in reinforced con- 
crete, have been constructed at the prome- 
nade pavement level, and almost completely 
enclose the bathing pool. Colour has been 
largely employed. Decorative glass work and 
mirrors were supplied by Messrs. Eaton, 
Parr & Gibson, Ltd. 

The pool, part of a larger improvement 
scheme, has been designed and supervised 
under the direction and control of the 
Wallasey Borough Engineer, Mr. L. St. G. 
Wilkinson, M.Sc., M.Inst.C.E. The total 
cost of the bathing pool was estimated at 
£89,130 of which £57,752 is for the contin- 
gent buildings, and the remainder for the 
civil engineering work.

Brentwood District Hospital. 


This hospital is on a site of 18 acres, 
near the proposed Northern Orbital Road. 
The axial lines of the main wards are ap- 
proximately south-west, north-east; they 
will thus obtain a maximum amount of 
sunshine. The present building provides 
for 40 beds, but the hospital is so planned 
that additional wings can be added, and 
the accommodation thereby increased to 100 
beds; in the present building, however, 
administration quarters for the completed 
hospital have been erected. The main ward 
blocks are of two floors, and have been 
planned in accordance with modern practice, 
the beds being parallel to the windows and 
divided by glazed screens. Each bed is 
capable of being curtained off and converted 
into a cubicle when required. The chil- 
dren’s ward is in the west wing on the 
first floor opening on to a solarium for 
open-air treatment. 

The hospital is of interesting construc- 
tion as, owing to the nature of the sub- 
soil, the foundations were carried out with 
reinforced concrete bases, piers and ground 
beams; the whole of this work was de- 
signed and carried out ‘by the Trussed 
Concrete Steel Co., Ltd., London. The 
brick facings are Kentish stocks with local 
red faced dressings, and the roof tiled with 
hand-made, sand-faced tiles. The whole of 
the windows are double-hung _ sliding 
sashes constructed in steel, this being the 
first occasion on which sliding sashes have 
been extensively used in metal. The floors 
in the wards are of teak, and the corridors 
cork-tiled with terrazzo margins, while in 
the kitchens the floors and walls are tiled 
and the sanitary blocks laid with terrazzo. 
Cooking, except in the ward kitchens, is by 
gas. The operating theatre has been fitted 
with the most modern equipment; it is 
heated by hot water radiators and electric 
radiators thermostatically controlled for 
‘boosting up’’ the temperature, and by 
the introduction of electric fans it is possible 
to change the air six times in the hour. 

The architect is Mr. Hugo R. Bird, 
F.R.I.B.A., and Mr. F. Charles Raphael, 
M.1.E.E., consulting electrical engineer. 
The general contract was entrusted to 
Messrs. Charles 8. Foster and Sons, of 
Loughton. The clerk of works was Mr. 
Charles Saunders, and the general foreman, 
Mr. A. W. Greenfield.

THE GREATER LONDON HOUSING 
CAMPAIGN. 


XXI—PROGRESS UP TO MARCH 31, 1934.—I. 
By JAMES P. ORR, C.S.I., C.B.E. (late Director of Housing to the L.C.C., 1919-21). 


THE progress of the Greater London 
housing campaign has for the last ten years 
been regularly followed in Yhe Builder, in 
a series of half-yearly reviews, the first of 
which gave figures as at April 1, 1924. The 
present review brings these figures up to 
April 1, 1934. By Greater London is meant 
Region K of the Ministry of - Health’s 
statistics—roughly the area within 15 miles 
oi Charing Cross. Only small houses are 
taken into account: houses rated at more 
than £35 are ignored, because they are rarely 
occupied by even the best-to-do of the wage- 
earners, and so have no appreciable effect 
on the real housing problem, which is how 
to provide the worst-housed of the poorer 
classes with decent homes, at rents which 
they can afford. In these reviews the term 
“poorer classes ’’ is used to denote families 
who, in view of their poverty, cannot be 
expected to pay a rent of more than 12s. 6d. 
per week, including rates. 


Sta*e-aided Municipal Enterprise. 

In the six months to March 31, 1934, the 
124 local authorities of Greater London built 
3,938 subsidised dwellings and so brought 
their post-war total up to 112,202, of which 
27,439 are within London County and 84,763 
outside. The new half-year’s output was 33 
per cent. above that of the corresponding 6 
months of 1932-3 in spite of the L.C.C.’s 
output falling from 1,608 to 1,380; but only 
34 out of the 124 local authorities contributed 
to it, and the total output of the last twelve 
months, 6,845 dwellings, looks very poor 
against the record of 17,330 dwellings in 
1927-8. 

For the whole of England and Wales the 
aggregate output of municipal houses stood 
on March 31, 1934, at 756,298—roughly 18.9 
per thousand of population, i.e., over 36 
per cent. more than the corresponding figure 
of 13.8 in Greater London. With well over 
one-fifth of the population of the whole 
country, Greater London has some 39,000 
less than one-fifth of the country’s post-war 
municipal houses; and its contribution to 
the aggregate of municipal houses built in 
the last six months was less than one- 
seventh. 

By March 31, 1934, the L.C.C. had com- 
pleted 50,629 subsidised houses (12,590 with- 
in London County. and 38,039 outside), and 
the City and _ metropolitan boroughs 
14,849. The residents of London County 
had thus been supplied with 65,478 municipal 
houses, while the 94 local authorities of 
Outer London had built for their constituents 
46,724. These figures represent averages of 
14.6 and 12.7 subsidised houses per thousand 
of population built by the local authorities 
of Inner and Outer London, respectively, in 
the last 15 years—well under one house per 
annum per thousand of population. 

The L.C.C.’s 1,380 dwellings completed in 
the last six months comprise 198 Greenwood 
flats in Poplar, Deptford and Hammersmith 
for rehousing families from clearance areas, 
and two groups of 509 and 604 Wheatley 
cottages in their vast estates in Becontree 
and Morden, respectively. Other outstand- 
ing achievements of the last six months were 
within the county, the 198, 178 and 176 
flats completed in Hackney, Bermondsey and 
Wandsworth, respectively, and the 184 
cottages in Woolwich; and, outside, the 186 
cottages in Enfield, 132 in Dagenham, 102 
in Heston and 204 in Walthamstow. 


ror Under the 1930 Housing Act. 

The great attack on the slums, which the 
1930 Housing Act was _ intended _ to 
inaugurate, has been greatly energised by 
the special efforts made under pressure from 
the Minister of. Health since last summer, 
but in- London , County little progress had 
been made outside Hackney, Southwark, 
Bermondsey, Wandsworth and the L.C.C. 


estate, except on paper; while in Outer 
London Barking, Mitcham, Uxbridge and 
Watford were the only places in which more 
than 50 Greenwood houses had been 
completed. 

_The number of dwellings provided with the 
aid of the Greenwood subsidy had risen 
from 1,232 at the beginning to 2,041 at the 
end of the last half-year; but to this very 
poor output of 3} years’ work only 21 of 
the 124 local authorities had contributed, 
and only 10 of them completed any houses 
during the half-year. 

_ There were at March 31, 1934, only five 
improvement areas in Greater London, two 
small ones in Southam Street, Kensington, 
and one in Croydon having been declared 
during the half-year. There was, however, a 
great increase in the number of clearance 
areas from 92 at the beginning to no less 
than 229 at the end of the half-year. The 
137 new ones were declared by 25 local 
authorities, and included 68 in London 
County, viz., 25 declared by the L.C.C. and 
43 declared by 14 of the 28 metropolitan 
borough councils. 

Demolition in clearance areas has not gone 
far as yet. In the whole 229 areas the 
houses demolished by March 31 numbered 
only 1,355, mostly in Bermondsey (495) and 
Wandsworth (105). 


State-aided Private Enterprise. 

The output of State-aided private enter- 
prise still remains almost negligible in com- 
parison with its average of some 6,000 houses 
per annum before 1929. The output of the last 
six months was only 113, and that of the 
last twelve months only 337 dwellings. The 
113 new dwellings include 47 flats built by 
the St. Pancras House Improvement Society, 
subsidised by the L.C.C. under the 1930 Act, 
and 66 built with the aid of the L.C.C. sub- 
sidy of £9 7s. 6d. per house per annum under 
the 1924 Act, the largest contribution to the 
66 being 45 three-roomed flats built by the 
Westminster Housing Trust at the very mode- 
rate cost of £420 each (excluding cost of land), 
and let at only 12s. per week, including rates. 
It is a pity there are not more of them. 

Up to April the St. Pancras Society were 
still the only private builders enjoying the 
Greenwood subsidy, and were still adhering 
to their rent standard of 4s. 6d. per room, 
so that at full rents even their three-roomers 
were out of reach of the poorer classes; but 
this year, following the lead of the Church 
Army, they have been working without diffi- 
culty a new rent-rebate scheme, under which 
the rent actually charged to a poor family 
may be as low as 9s. for a three-roomer and 
13s 6d. for a four-roomer, subject to six- 
monthly revision, to ensure that each tenant 
draws as little as may reasonably be expected 
on the rebate pool formed by the difference 
between the Greenwood and Wheatley sub- 
sidies. It is much to be hoped that this rebate 
system, which was started by the Kensington 
Housing Trust in 1929, may in time be adopted 
by all subsidised housing societies, so that the 
disappointingly small proportion of their 
dwellings now available for the poorer classes 
may be greatly enlarged. 


Small Houses Built without Subsidy. 

For eighteen months after March, 1931, the 
half-yearly output of unaided private enter- 
prise was on the wane; but it has since gone 
up by leaps and bounds. The output of the 
last six months, 26,495 houses, was nearly 10 


_per cent. more than that of the previous half- 


year, which was the previous best on record 
since the war; and the output for the whole 
year 1933-4, 50,992, was more than 25 per 
cent. above that of 1930-1, the previous best 
on record. 

The total output of unsubsidised houses since 
the war had by March 31, 1934, reached 
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290,889, i.e., nearly 65 per cent. of all post- 
war houses, subsidised and _ unsubsidised 
(448,542). Of the 30,546 houses, subsidised 
and unsubsidised, built in the last half-year, 
over 86 per cent. were built without subsidy. 
Unfortunately, private enterprise caters hardly 
at all for the poorer classes; and only 1,876 
of the 26,495 unsubsidised dwellings built in 
the last half-year are situated in London 
County. 

Figures are now available for the first time 
to show how many of the private unsubsidised 
dwellings completed in the half-year are occu- 
pied by tenants, not owners. The figure is 
2,889, or just over 11 r cent. There is 
no record of the rents of these 2,889 dwellings ; 
but it may be safely assumed that the number 
of three-roomers on four-roomers let at 
12s 6d. or less among the 1,876 new private 
dwellings in London County is absolutely 
negligible; so, unfortunately, the great ad- 
vance in output of unaided enterprise in the 
half-year does not connote any material con- 
tribution towards solution of the real hous- 
ing problem of London, 

Included in the 26,495 new unsubsidised 
houses were 360 built by local authorities, the 
chief contributors being Westminster 141, 
Croydon 84, and Sutton 70 houses. The 
largest batch of private houses built without 
subsidy were, as usual, in Ealing, Edmonton, 
Enfield, Wembley, Hendon, Ilford, Dagen- 
ham, Croydon, Sutton, Sidcup and Bromley. 
Within London County the outstanding con- 
tributions were 849 in Lewisham and 410 in 
Woolwich. Outside these two outlying 
boroughs there were only 617 small dwellings 
built without subsidy in the County; and it 
is, unfortunately, just in London County that 
the pool of small houses is most in need of 
repletion and most liable to diminution by 
reason of demolitions “in the course of the 
redevelopment of the central areas. 


Total Output of Small Houses. 
To arrive at the trade’s total output of 
small houses since the war, we must add to 
the figures given above the figures of houses 
built in improvement and_ reconstruction 
schemes under Part II of the 1925 Housin 
Act. Up to the end of March, these totall 
5,821, of which 473 were completed in the 
last six months. The total output of small 
houses since the war is thus 454,363, and 
may be analysed as follows :—

It is noteworthy that the last six months’ 
output excceds the average annual output of 


30,290. 

Against these numbers added to the pool of 
small dwellings should be set the number de- 
molished since the war and those converted 
into shops or workplaces. Of the full num- 
ber of these there is, unfortunately, no re- 
cord. All that is known is that the 118,023 
municipal dwellings include 7,862 supplied 
for rehousing families from some larger num- 
ber of dwellings demolished in schemes under 
the Housing Acts; but the number demol- 
ished outside those schemes in the ordinary 
course of re-development in central London 
must run into many thousands. 


London Compared with Birmingham, Liver- 
pool and Manchester. ; 

The figures in Birmingham, Liverpool and 
Manchester corresponding to the 13.8 sub- 
sidised houses per thousand of population 
built by the local authorities of Greater 
London up to March 31, 1934, are 41.7, 29.2 
and 27.6 respectively. For every home pro- 
vided by the 124 local authorities of London 
per thousand of population the northern 
cities have provided :—Birmingham 3, Liver- 
pool 2.1 and Manchester 2 homes per 
thousand. ve ; 

In aggregate output of municipal and _pri- 
vate enterprise together the greater ‘activity 
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of private enterprise in London tells heavily 
in improving London’s position relatively to 
the northern cities. Here London’s average 
of 55 houses per thousand of population is 
well above the 52 of the whole country, and 
about 40 per cent. above the 39 of Liverpooi 
and the 41 of Manchester; but the figure for 
Birmingham (62) is more than 7 per cent. 
above that of London. 

In London 75 per cent. of the post-war out- 
put of small houses has been contributed by 
private enterprise, against 30, 25 and 33 per 
cent. in Birmingham, Liverpool and Man- 
chester respectively. This means that the 
working classes get far more help from the 
housing subsidy in the North than in Lon- 
don ; he houses built by private enterprise 
are rarely available for any but the higher- 
paid ranks of the working classes. 

So far as the poorer classes are concerned, 
Birmingham, by adopting a system of per- 
sonal rent rebates, have gone much farther 
ahead of London than a mere comparison of 
the number of municipail houses per thousand 
of population in the two cities indicates. In 
Birmingham every family on the urgent list 
of families in need of better housing is en- 
titled to have the normal rent of a municipal 
house reduced by a rebate to a figure which 
it is judged capable of paying according to a 

ublished scale which takes account of the 
amily’s means and needs, so that even 
families in receipt of publlic assistance can 
be rescued from bad houses. 


Position at March 31, 1934. 

The addition of 31,019 dwellings to the 
small-house-pool in the last six months can- 
not but have benefited the lower-middle and 
better-paid working classes, particularly in 
the suburbs; but the great majority of the 
new dwellings were, by reason of their high 
rents, of no use to the poorer classes. Only 
4,771 of them were municipal dwellings; only 
3,191 of these 4,771 were available for resi- 
dents of London County; and only 2,078 of 
these 3,191 were situated within the county. 
These 2,078 include 1,091 erected in place 
of old dwellings demolished in clearance and 
improvement schemes; so they represent a 
nett addition of only 987 to the pool of 
small dwellings in London County. This is 
some 200 more than the average half-yearly 
addition since the last census; but the aggre- 

te of additions for the years 1931-4 is only 

,671 dwellings, probably not enough to 

counterbalance the reduction of the pool 
through demolition in the ordinary course of 
redevelopment in central London, and there- 
fore quite ineffective as a means of abating 
the serious overcrowding, the increase and 
spread of which were revealed by the 1931 
census. 


Census Disclosures. 

In the London county total of 202,522 large 
families (four or more persons each) enume- 
rated at the 1931 census, there were 23,194 
families living intensely overcrowded (1.e., 
at 3 or more persons per room) in dwellings 
of one, two or three rooms only. The propor- 
tion which this intensely overcrowded part 
of the population of large families in small 
dwellings bore to the whole had risen from 
12.5 per cent. in 1921 to 14.4 per cent. in 
1931, in spite of the erection of over 50,000 
subsidised houses by the local authorities 
of London county in the _intercensal 
period. The proportion was much higher in 
the central boroughs—e.g., 17 in Bethnal 
Green, 19 in Bermondsey, 20 in Stepney and 
23 in both Finsbury and Shoreditch, the 1931 
percentage being in each case higher than 
that of 1921. 

. The intercensal increase was most marked 
in one-roomed dwellings; for instance, 
families of five persons in one room rose 
from 2,266 to 3,033; six persons from 616 to 
1,261; seven persons from 165 to 546. It is 
saddening to have to record that the London 
housing campaign is still as futile, as a means 
of checking the spread and intensification of 
the more serious types of overcrowding 
among the poorer classes of central London, 


as it was in 1921-31.

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FACTORY-ABATTOIRS 


REPORT OF THE TECHNICAL COMMITTEE 
ON ABATTOIR DESIGN. 


Tue Report of the Technical Committee on 
Abattoir Design* has been issued by the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries as one 
of its series of ‘‘ Orange ’’ books on agricul- 
tural marketing. The Committee was ap- 
pointed in December, 1933, under. the chair- 
manship of Sir Francis Boys, K.B.E., with 
Sir Richard Allison, C.B.E., F.R.1.B.A., as 
the architectural member, to consider and 
report on the technical requirements as 
regards output, structure, lay-out and equip- 
ment of factory-abattoirs in the light of 
modern practice at home and abroad in the 
processing and handling of meat, offals and 
by-products. 

The Committee recommend that, to secure 
the full benefits of factory working, the 
normal minimum average weekly kill of a 
factory-abattoir should be 320 cattle, with 
other live stock in proportion, though they 
admit the possibility that, in favourable cir- 
cumstances, it might be worth while erecting 
a factory-abattoir to handle 200 cattle per 
week. The Committee favour a multi-floor 
factory-abattoir—three main floors with a 
mezzanine floor—in preference to a single- 
floor building, on grounds both of cleanliness 
and public health and of economy in opera- 
tion. They make detailed recommendations 
as to lay-out, equipment and routine of opera- 
tions. They recommend that, in order to 
raise the general level of the condition of 
home-killed meat, all the meat and red offals 
should be adequately cooled before they are 
allowed to be taken away, and for this reason 
they have provided for considerable 
refrigerated space. As regards other offals 
and by-products, the general principle of the 
lay-out is that they should be sent promptly 
by chute direct to their respective depart- 
ments for treatment and disposal with a 
minimum of handling. 

On the basis of expert advice obtained from 
architects and specialists in abattoir design, 
the Committee estimate that the cost of con- 
structing and equipping a “ standard ’’-sized 
single-floor or multi-floor factory-abattoir, of 
which diagrammatic plans are included in the 
Report, would be in the neighbourhood of 
£125,000 (excluding the cost of site but in- 
cluding architect’s and surveyor’s fees). They 
consider that there would not be much differ- 
ence in first cost between a single-floor and a 
multi-floor factory, though the running costs 
of the latter would show a substantial saving. 

Under the Section dealing with structure 
the Report states :— 

(a) SINGLE FLoor v. MuLti-FLoor Factory- 
ABATTOIRS.—Nearly all the existing public 
abattoirs in England are of the single-floor 
type, though parts of both Liverpool and 
Sheffield abattoirs, of quite recent construc- 
tion, have three: floors. . ... We recognise 
that some advantage might be claimed for 
single-floor working, inasmuch as ramps, 
stairs, lifts and conveyors for the traffic of 
meat from one level to another are avoided; 
but . . . we desire at once to state that 
our preference lies with a multi-floor factory- 
abattoir. Our reasons for this preference 
are as- follows:—One of the principal 
features of modern factory practice is to 
arrange the processes so as to work on a 
‘* factory line.’ The product moves without 
unnecessary interruption or handling from 
raw material to finished article. The 
practice, we think, is as sound in the case 
of a factory-abattoir as in that of any other 
factory. In a single-floor abattoir ; 
there is a wide passage between the slaughter 
halls and the hanging. or cooling rooms, 
down which all the by-products other than 
red offals have to pass. The result is that, 
when the abattoir is in full operation, this 
passage tends to become congestad with 
trollies, etc., bearing all kinds of edible 
and inedible by-products across the path of

the meat and red offals proceeding from the 
slaughter halls to the hanging rooms. . . . 
Recent scientific research has shown that the 
risks of loss through meat going bad are 
considerably reduced if all possible sources 
of contamination while the meat is still hot 
are removed.* . . Moreover, in the case 
of many by-products, their immediate treat- 
ment, while still hot, results in the produc- 
tion of a superior finished product. 
Obviously the quickest way to remove the 
offals is to drop them down chutes to the 
floors below. By utilising chutes instead of 
trolleys or other transporters to convey the 
offals to the respective by-products plants, 
a considerable saving in labour is secured, 
quite apart from the avoidance of conges- 
tion and the improvement in the quality 
of the finished by-products. (Properly de- 
signed chutes with adequate supply of water 
and steam available at suitable points, should 
involve less labour in cleaning and be more 
satisfactory than trolleys.) .. . 

We have sought the opinion of architects 
experienced in abattoir design as to the 
relative costs of constructing a single-floor 
and a multi-floor factory-abattoir, together 
with lairages and ramps, and, judging by the 
rough estimates received from them, there 
should be very little difference between the 
two. On the other hand, the site for a 
multi-floor factory-abattoir would be smaller, 
and therefore cheaper, and there would be 
a greater freedom of choice of site. In 
addition, there would be a substantial saving 
on future operating costs... . We, there- 
fore, consider that three main floors and a 
thezzanine floor should be fully ample for 
all purposes in this country. 

(b) ConSrruction.—The buildings should 
be in fire-resisting form as far as possible. 
Steel frame. structures, with light, solid or 
cavity brick enclosing walls, steel joist and 
concrete upper floor construction, and 
hollow tile roof slabssare suggested as being 
most suitable for the purpose, having in 
view particularly requirements in connection 
with the fixing of rail supports, machinery, 
ete., to the constructional steelwork. 
Another advantage of building on_the steel 
frame principle is that, in the possible event 
of extension being required in the future, 
interference with the original structure 
would be reduced to a minimum. 

Wall Finishings.—Internal facings in all 
rooms in which meat and edible fresh offals 
are handled should be of glazed brick to 
a height of 6 ft., with all other surfaces 
cement-painted or of fair-faced hard brick. 
Junctions of walls, floors and ceilings should 
be covered to permit of easy cleaning. Ex- 
ternally, the buildings should be treated on 
broad and simple lines, without architectural 
elaborations. 

Flooring.—The greatest attention should 
be paid to floors with a view to ensuring 
non-slipping and acid-resisting qualities. 
The utmost care must be given to the grad- 
ing and draining so that all parts can be 
properly washed down as required. This is 
especially important in the slaughter hall, 
sorting floor and offal rooms. The drains 
from these rooms should pass through grease 
traps of generous dimensions and be de- 
signed for easy cleaning, the fat and solids 
collected being sent to the inedible by- 
products plant. 

Ceilings.—In rooms where the use of 
glazed bricks is suggested, ceilings should be 
plastered for painting. 

Windows and Screens.—Steel sashes should 
be used throughout. 

Roof Lights and Ventilators.—Roof lights 
should be of steel with patent glazing. The 
lairage, slaughter hall and market should be 
provided with natural lighting arranged to 
avoid direct sunlight as far as possible. 
Efficient ventilation in all parts of the build- 
ing is important and, in positions where local 
conditions demand special precautions, an 
installation for filtering and washing the air 
should be provided.

Protecting Concrete Piles in Sea-water. 

In reply to a question on this subject, a 
correspondent, ‘“‘W. E. W.,” writes :—A 
new method of protecting concrete piles 
which have to be immersed in sea-water has 
been developed and used with success in 
America, piles which have been in use for 
up to ten years showing no harmful effects. 
The concrete pile is first made of the desired 
strength; it is then given an outer envelope 
of drier and more porous concrete, this being 
1} in. thick. The piles are allowed to cure 
for 60 days; they are then preheated and put 
into a container, where a vacuum is main- 
tained. After a short time the vacuum is 
destroyed and liquid asphalt is fed in, so as 
to cover the piles. Air pressure is then 
applied between 100 and i50 lb. per square 
inch, this pressure being mainhalaal, for about 
12 hours. The piles are then removed and 
dried. This treatment causes the outer layer 
of concrete to be impregnated with asphalt. 
Concrete piles and slabs so treated have been 
found exceptionally resistant to the harmful 
effects of sea-water, salt spray, etc.

A System of Loading. 
[ANsweR TO “‘ MocpEn,”’ Juty 6.] 

Sm,—Your correspondent ‘‘ Mogden”’ asks 
for an analytical solution of a problem which, 
apart from the fractional dimensions, actually 
offers little or no real difficulty. To give a 
full solution would, I feel sure, occupy too 
much space, so I am enclosing a graphical 
solution which your correspondent should be 
able to follow quite easily. 
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(i) Shows the actual loading (approxi- 
mately to scale), and in the usual sidan the 
reactions at A and B have been found; and 


in (ii) the shear force diagram has been 
drawn approximately to scale. 


At this stage ‘‘Mogden’’ should remem- 
ber that the shear force at any point is the 
algebraical sum of all the vertical forces on 
one side of that point; thus the shear force 
diagram slopes proportionately to the inten- 
sity of the distributed load, with steps at

(iii) Similarly, the bending moment (B.M.) 
at any point is the algebraic sum of all the 
moments of the forces on one side of the 
point. As A is a point freely supported, the 
B.M. is naturally zero there, and the B.M. 
diagram may be conveniently started at that 
point. 

(iv) The B.M. diagram may be easily con- 
structed from the shear force diagram, be- 
cause at any point in the span the area of 
the shear force diagram up to that point is 
proportional to the B.M. at that point. 
Hence, where the shear force line crosses the 
zero line, the B.M. is a maximum, for the 
shear force then changes its direction, and in 
consequence the magnitude of the B.M. must 
diminish. 

The principal results are: Reaction at 
A=57.1 tons; at B=97.6 tons. The area of 
the shear force diagram below the zero line 
=326.96 ft.-tons, and the area above the 
zero line = 326.94 ft.-tons (these should be 
equal). Hence the max. B.M. occurs be- 
neath the 14.1 ton load, and is very nearly 
equal to 327 ft.-tons.

Oil Burning Heating Plants. 
[Answer To Mr. Nicot, Juty 27.] 

Smr,—I was very interested to read Mr. 
Nicol’s reply to my letter. I do not wish 
to clond the issue for ‘‘ Planner ’’ by theoreti- 
cal figures of calorific values, but I maintain 
that ‘he is being misled in assuming that the 
thermal efficiency of oil-fired and coke-fired 
plants is at all times equal, and he will, there- 
fore, be getting 43 per cent. more out of 
coke than any other fuel. Two simple illus- 
trations were quoted, i.e., when the oil fire 
is out altogether and the coke fire is banked, 
and when the coke fire is hand fired. Techni- 
cal statistics and practical results are apt to 
be divergent. The only real test which con- 
cerns the man who pays the bill is ‘‘ lbs. of 
water evaporated per Ib. of fuel,’’ or its 
equivalent. 

Apparently Mr. Nicol does not appreciate 
my point about labour. There are hundreds 
of cases where the stoker of a plant consist- 
ing of three or four boilers has numerous 
other duties to perform. By the time he has 
put in 24 hours’ supply, of coke into each 
hopper, cleaned up the mess, taken out and 
removed the clinker in the furnaces—trimmed 
the coke bunker, etc., he has done quite a 
lot of work as compared to an oil burning 
plant, and has less time for his other duties. 
Even with a 10 per cent. ash content on a 
boiler burning a ton a day, nearly 2 cwt. of 
clinker have to be removed from the furnace 
and stored until taken away—a very serious 
item in a restricted basement. 

The hackneyed phrase of ‘‘ home-produced 
fuel’ is not strictly correct, as quite a large 
amount of foreign oil is used in the produc- 
tion of coke. Mr. Nicol misquotes me in the 
last paragraph of his letter. I merely said 
‘that coke is not the most wonderful fuel 
in the world, nor can it be 43 per cent. more 
efficient than any other.’’ The fact that coke 
costs 43 per cent. more than oil is largely due 
to the 334 per cent. tax imposed on a coming 
industrv by political pressure. The initia- 
tion of this correspondence rests with 
‘* Planner ”’ inquiring as to the resnective fuel 
costs of various fuels. If he could say what 
he was planning—smal] houses. flats, etc.— 
it would be possible to give him practical 
figures. | Constructive criticism is the only 


real means of getting to the bottom of the 
question.

In reply te Sir A. Sinclair, Sir Hilton Young 
said that the following statement showed the 
number of houses completed in England and 
Wales during each half-year ‘since September 
30, 1931 :—

Capital Values. 


Mr. Bossom asked the Minister of Health 
if he would state the capital value of housing 
and public works schemes in respect of which 
local authorities applied for loan sanction dur- 
ing the years ended March 31, 1930, 1931, 
1932, 1933 and 1934, and the value of such 
schemes for which loan sanction was with- 
held and granted, respectively, in each year, 
distinguishing in each case the purpose of the 
loan; and whether he would make available 
to members similar information for each subse- 
quent year as soon as might be after the close 
of such year. 

Sir Hilton Young said that the capital value 
of the housing and public works schemes in 
respect of which loans had been sanctioned 
in the years named were shown in the follow- 


ing table :—

Information of the capital value of schemes 
submitted in respect of which no loan sanction 
was ultimately granted could be given only 
after lengthy investigation, and in some cases 
only estimates could be provided.. Particulars 
of loans sanctioned were given for each year 
in the Annual Reports of the Ministry, and 
the total amount for each class of public 
works was shown. It was hoped that the 
report for 1933-34 would be published shortly. 


Houses Under Construction. 

Mr. Hicks asked the Minister of Health 
whether he would state the number of houses 
under construction by local authorities at the 
end of each month during the present year. 

Mr. Shakespeare said that the numbers of 
dwellings under construction by local autho- 
rities in England and Wales with the aid of 
Exchequer subsidy under the Housing (Finan- 
cial Provisions) “Act, 1924, or the Housing 
Act, 1930, at the end of each month from 
January to June, 1934, inclusive, were 29,121, 
26,206, 21,720, 19,441, 17,429 and 16,020 
respectively. These figures included pro- 
gressively diminishing numbers under the 
first-mentioned Act, and progressively increas- 
ing numbers under the Act of 1930. Monthly 
returns of the number of houses constructed 
by such authorities without financial assis- 
tance from the Exchequer were not available. 


Town Planning. 
In the House of Commons, Sir Hiltor 


- Young, replying to Sir P. Harris, said that 


during recent months there’ had _ been 
reorganisation at the Ministry of Health, re- 
sulting in -housing and town-planning work 
being brought under one section instead of 
two separate sections. He agreed that the 
work of town-planning must be much more 
adequate to meet the needs of the country. 
The number of authorities with schemes in 
preparation had increased in the last ten 
years from 218 to 803, and the acreage had 
increased from 1,200,000 to 12,000,000. There 
was encouragement in these figures to re- 
double their efforts.

MORE ESSAYS ON BUILDING SUBJECTS—V. 


By J. R. TAYLOR. 


RURAL HOUSING: COMPONENTS OF 
COTTAGES.—I. 


In regard to cottages intended for agri- 
cultural workers, Disraeli is said, some sixty 
years ago, to have summed up their require- 
ments under three heads: A tank, a porch, 
and an oven. We have travelled a long 
way since that time, for, under the Housing 
Act, 1930, the authorities serve notice on 
owners of house property, requiring them to 
provide :—(a) Closet accommodation; (b) a 
supply of water for domestic use; (c) accom- 
modation for washing clothes; (d) accommo- 
dation for the storage of food in a reasonably 
cool position, with proper ventilation from 
the external air, and protection from dust 
and flies; (e) accommodation for the prepara- 
tion and cooking of food. 


As a condition precedent to the granting 
of a subsidy, earlier Housing Acts usually 
required the provision of a bathroom, and 
under various Acts, regulations and building 
by-laws, many other things may be demanded 
of those who propose to erect new buildings, 
or of owners of existing buildings, and, in 
particular, from those who own houses de- 
fined as ‘‘ being occupied, or of a type suit- 
able for occupation by persons of the work- 
ing classes.’? These new powers are applied 
with discretion in some districts, but in 
others the zeal of newly appointed officials 
is liable to over-run discretion, as, for in- 
stance, in a case where the owner of pro- 
perty of this type was recently served with 
notices under Part II of the Housing Act, 
1930, which required of him not only the 
provision of sinks, but that the sinks should 
be fitted with teak draining boards. Other 
not unreasonable, perhaps, but unauthorised 
demands are not infrequently made. We 
have yet, however, to come across a demand 
for the provision of a porch. 


The Tank. 

We do not in this article propose to limit 
ourselves only to those things which may 
be demanded under the various Acts govern- 
ing building, nor even to a description only 
of such accommodation and cottage fittings 
as can be provided when the rent yield 
is a matter of such importance as, more or 
less, to over-ride all other considerations. In 
former times the best of the old cottages, 
so well built and of such pleasing design 
that they survive for our admiration, were 
not put up hy those requiring good finan- 
cial return for outlay. More often than not 
the first consideration of the owner was for 
the amenities of his estate. Even so, the 
architect in the immediate pre-war period 
was finding that they presented him with 
a difficult problem, and was then, as now, 
calling for a relaxation of building by-laws. 
On the other hand, it is difficult to say where 
a country dwelling ceases to be a cottage 
and becomes a small house. Some of our 
comments will apply to all cottages, and 
others, with modifications, to meet the needs 
of the owner-occupiers, who are engaging the 
builder in increasing numbers. 

The tank that Disraeli had in mind 
was for the storage of water, and in the 
majority of cases for the collection of rain- 
water from the cottage roof. The amount 
of water that can be collected from the roof 
of a cottage having one good and two smaller 
bedrooms is, when compared with the full 
requirements of, say, four people, altogether 
inadequate. Very seldom is the roof so 
planned as to permit of all the rain being 
discharged by one rainwater pipe. At first 


sight it would seem that, if other supplies are 
available, it is hardly worth while to go to 
much expense in the matter; but all who 
know the pleasant quality of soft water, and 
how much it saves in both labour and soap 


in the washing of clothes, are usually anxious 
to collect at least. some of it. (‘The writer 
has seen old ladies during a rain storm ladling 
out water from a rain-tub that was overflowing 
into wash-tubs and other receptacles.) At 
the back of most country cottages will be 
found a rainwater tub, capable of holding 
about forty gallons. Tt generally belongs to 
the tenant, and the observant will note the 
stack that feeds it has been altered by taking 
out a length at the bottom. If the shoe has 
been replaced, it will often be found enclosed 
in the foot of an old stocking, put there to 
serve in some measure as a filter. The barrel 
will be slightly tilted to lean against a wall 
of the house. Very few of these barrels are 
provided with overflow pipes, and the tilting 
results in damage to the brickwork when 
water overflows at the rim. — 

It is suggested that it would, in the long 
run, pay owners who erect country cottages 
to provide some less primitive means of col- 
lection and storage, even though they are 
to be tenanted at low rentals. This presents 
less difficulty in the case of a cottage built 
for owner-occupier, since the requirements of 
a well-appointed country cottage are such as 
to require more ground-floor space than space 
on bedroom floor,: and consequently some 
lower roofs will provide accommodation for 
a storage tank. 

The size of a storage tank requires to be 
calculated in relation to the area of roof 
drained and the average annual rainfall. The 
latter will vary in different districts, but it 
will serve our present purpose if we assume 
that we shall not be able to collect more than 
18 in. in an average year. If we put 
in a separator to turn away from the tank 
the first several gallons of every rainfall, so 
as to get cleaner water, we shall collect very 
little from showers. If we provide a tank 
that will hold about 10 to 15 per cent. 
of the total fall, the overflow pipe would 
very rarely come into operation. A 5,000- 
gallon annual rainfall would represent about 
an average collectable yield from the 
main roof of a three-bedroom cottage, if 
these be of comfortable size. Consequently, 
a 600-gallon tank (about 8ft. by 4ft. by 
3 ft.) will usually be sufficiently large. On 
a concrete flat to a lower portion of the 
building, the tank might also be formed of 
concrete, and {be covered with corrugated 
asbestos sheeting secured to sectional framing 
in such a way as to be removable for 
periodical cleansing. . 


The Porch. 

It would be interesting to know Disraeli’s 
own reasons for ranking the porch next to 
the tank, and before the oven. A porch may 
be regarded as ornamental, or as adding to 
the comfort of the occupants of the cottage, 
or as providing hospitable shelter in the rain 
for callers. A walk through any village that 
is not a mere collection of workmen’s dwel- 
lings, got together in the interests of some 
industry, will offer ample evidence of the 
liking of a cottager for a porch. Quite 
evidently, many have ‘been added by the 
occupier, as the result of his own more or 
less skilled effort, or at his own expense. 
Some of them are quite appropriate to the 
cottages they serve, but some are very ugly. 
A porch that does give real shelter to the 
doorway from wind-driven rain adds much 
to the comfort of a cottage, and if it be de- 
signed properly it will also lessen draught. 
But probably the earlier porches, roofed with 
eaves at right angles to the main roof, were 
intended to divert the rain coming down a 
main roof slope unprovided with eaves 
gutters. In many modern cottages a hood 
forms only a poor substitute for a porch, and 
particularly so when it consists of a moulded 
concrete slab supported on _ cantilever 
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In this form it does, however, 


brackets. 
permit of a fanlight being left open in wet 
weather, but though very often the hood is 


provided the opening light is not. |©When 
ladies objected to smoking, a porch with a 
seat, if screened from the highway, offered 
a convenient refuge; but at the present time, 
unless the seat be the top of a locker holding 
garden tools, it serves little useful purpose. 


The Oven. 


The oven referred to by Disraeli was 
in the main intended for baking bread. In 
many old cottages of the better sort it is 
still to be found at the side of a kitchen 
fireplace, now reduced in size, and modern- 
ised by the fitting of a kitchen range. These 
old ovens were usually brick built with 
arched top, and tiled bottom. They were 
filled with wood, which, after being reduced 
to ash by burning, was withdrawn, leaving 
the tiles and brickwork hot enough. for 
baking. Meats were roasted in front of the 
fire, or boiled in a hanging stew-pot. A 
cottage to-day would have to be very remote 
not to be reached at least twice a week by 
a baker’s motor-van. A kitchen range is, 
however, a very important fitting in a 
country cottage, for very many cottagers 
cannot afford more than the one fire. It is 
essential that it should be of good quality, 
be very strongly made, and be very care- 
fully set if, in constant use, it is to remain 
for a long time serviceable. Outside the 
towns the closed-in self-setting range is not 
favoured by the cottager. An open fire is 
usually preferred. For a cottage of the 
better class, a range having convertible fire- 
box that may be left open or closed at will 
is suitable, if fitted with a lifting bottom 
grate; but when building for an owner- 
occupier it is much safer to leave the client 
to make a choice almost entirely uninflu- 
enced by either architect or builder. The 
writer has known really good serviceable 
ranges to be’ condemned by users accustomed 
to a differing type. The choice should be 
made early, and at a showroom rather than 
from catalogues, so that the breast-opening 
will definitely fit the chosen range. 

Many villages are still without service 
mains carrying a water supply, and unless a 
well is sunk and water is pumped up to a 
storage tank, this usually means that no hot 
water will be available, that is, not carried 
into the house for heating in a side boiler, 
or in a wash boiler. It is risky to connect 
up a hot-water service dependent on stored 
rainwater where the heat has to be raised by 
the kitchen fire; but it is possible, as will be 
shown later, to raise the quantity of hot 
water that may be stored, and we will deal 
with that next week.

REGULATION OFFBUILDING 
OPERATIONS. 


The Home Secretary received a deputation 
on Tuesday from the National Federation of 
Building Trades Operatives. The deputation, 
which was introduced by Mr. G. Hicks, M.P., 
pointed out that the provisions of the Factory 
Acts apply only to building operations where 
mechanical power is being employed and 
that consequently the building regulations 
under these Acts are of limited scope. 
Owing to changed circumstances, the extent 
of the operations not covered by the building 
regulations was increasing; and the number 
of accidents was growing. The deputation 
asked for special legislation for the more 
effective regulation of building operations 
from the point of view of safety and health. 
They suggested that, in the first instance, 
there might be a comprehensive inquiry. 

The Home Secretary said that considera- 
tion might show that certain aspects of the 
matter could be dealt with by an amendment 
of the regulations; but he recognised that for 
the most part the objects sought by the 
deputation could only be echionl by legisla- 
tion. He would give the whole matter his 
careful consideration. :

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WORKMEN'S 
COMPENSATION 


Recurrence or Fresh Accident. 

THe Court of Appeal recently had before 
it a question that has occasioned difficulty in 
the case of industrial diseases which are 
likely to recur, that is, whether a recurrence 
is to be treated or not as a new “ accident ” 
within the meaning of the Act. 

In this case, Timmins v. Brodsworth Main 
Colliery Co. (Zhe T'imes, June 9), a man em- 
ployed in the colliery had obtained a certifi- 
cate from the certifying surgeon on April 17, 
1928, that he was suffering from nystagmus. 
No date was stated for the commencement of 
the disease, therefore, under section 43, it 
dated from the issue of the certificate. He 
was paid compensation until September 1929, 
when he resummed his old employment until 
January, 1930, when, his eyes getting worse, 
he was paid full compensation again until 
October, 1930, and then given surface work 
until January, 1932. He then resumed 
his old occupation and continued at it 
until November 26, 1932, when he became ill 
with a septic throat, and had to leave work 
for six weeks. His eyes were also troubling 
him again, and on January 7 he obtained a 
second certificate from the certifying surgeon 
as to nystagmus, the date of disablement 
again not being stated in it. He then 
claimed compensation, and was paid 24s. 7d. 
per week, the compensation being based on 
the reduced earnings he was making before the 
date of this second certificate, but he claimed 
30s. a week, based on the wages he was 
receiving before the date of the. - first 
certificate. That raised the question whether 
this was a recrudescence of the original disease 
or whether the granting of the second certi- 
ficate marked a new departure, and the second 
attack must be treated as a new accident. 
The Court of Appeal (Lord Justice Slessor 
dissenting) held that the man’s return to 
work was an overt act, indicating that the 
effects of the first accident had passed away 
and that the second certificate governed the 
case. 

The Court referred to two cases, McDougal 
v. Summerlee Colliery Co., Ltd. (20 B.W.C.C. 
294; The Builder, February 27, 1931), and 
Connor v. Cadzow Coal Co., Ltd. (1932, A.C.1; 
The Builder, November 13, 1931). In the 
first, of the above cases the workman had been 
fully compensated by the payment of a lump 
sum, and he had also returned to work with 
ether employers, but in September, 1925, was 
again certified as suffering from nystagmus, 
and it was held that the certificate related 
to a new incapacity. In the second case the 
rman had only returned to surface work, and 
when the case came before the House of 
Lords (both these decisions were given in that 
House) some doubt was expressed as to the 
real meaning of the certificate of the medical 
referee which would be conclusive, and the 
matter was referred back to the referee to 
ascertain whether the meaning was that the 
man had completely recovered, and this ques- 
tion being answered in the negative the case 
was referred back for it to be tried whether 
the facts supported a claim in respect of the 
original attack, under section 9, sub-section 
(4) of the Act of 1925. ' 

This question-is of great importance to 
workmen who have suffered from industrial 
diseases likely to recur, as when once the 
medical referee has given a certificate, his 
certificate is final, and not only may the certi- 
ficate result, as in the present case, on com- 
pensation being awarded on a lower scale, but 
the date given may even defeat a claim if it 
exceeds twelve months from the time when 
the workman was employed in an employment 
from the nature of which the disease was due. 
In Connor’s case, the House of Lords were con- 
sidering whether the disablement from disease 
caused the workman to fail to obtain employ- 
ment, and the following test was suggested :— 
If the recurrence of the disease was due merely 
to a constitutional susceptibility, that would 
constitute a fresh disablement, but if the 
recovery is not complete, then the disease 
has left the man less immune from a further 
attack, and his inability to obtain employ- 
ment may be due to the original attack. 
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Death of Dependent. 

Ihe Court of Appeal has recently decided 
what the Court termed a novel and interest- 
ing point under the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Act in the case In re Roper Shipping Co., 
Ltd., v. Morgan and another (Zhe Times, 
June 6), which, although it arose in a ship- 
ping case, is of general application. 

An employee of the shipping company, 
who were the appellants, had lost his life, 
at sea, and he left dependants his wife and 
his father and mother. The appellants, act- 
ing under Rule 61 of the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Rules, had paid into Court on 
January 2, 1934, a sum which they estimated 
represented their full liability under the 
Act, that is to say, £300, less £10, which 
they had advanced to the father and mother 
of the deceased. Eight days after the. pay- 
ment into Court had been made, the man’s 
widow died, and the question the Court 
had to decide was whether in these circum- 
stances the appellants were entitled.to re- 
payment out of Court of a sum proportionate 
to the fact that the widow was not a de- 
pendant. 

Section 2, subsection (3), of the Act of 
1925 - provides that ‘‘ Where a dependant. 
dies before a claim under this Act is made, 
or if a claim has been made, before an agree- 
ment or award-has been arrived at or made, 
the legal personal representative of the de- 
pendant shall have no right to payment of 
compensation, and the amount of compensa- 


‘tion shall be calculated and apportioned as 


if that dependant died before the workman.’’ 
Rule 61 is headed: ‘‘ Payment into Court 
where liability admitted but amount not 
ascertained,’ which, according to the rule, 
means ascertained or decided either by a 
committee, or by arbitration, or by agree- 
ment, and it was held that the above section 
therefore applied to this case. It was, how- 
ever, contended by the respondents that the 
appellants, haying, under Rule 61, admitted 
liability to £300, they had no right to any 
repayment, being estopped from saying that. 
the liability was for any less sum. The 
Court, however, pointed out that when the 
money was paid into Court under that rule 
with an admission of liability that liability 
was not ascertained; for the registrar has 
to consider whether the sum is adequate, 
and if, in his opinion, it is inadequate he 
has to report to the judge, and if the judge 
thinks further inquiry should be made, 
notice has to be sent to the employers and’ 
to the persons interested in the money paid 
into Court requiring them to attend before 
the judge, and on such inquiry the judge 
has power to make such order as under the 
circumstances he thinks fit, and these pro- 
visions showed that mere payment into Court 
implied no finality. In this case this pro- 
cedure had been followed, and the registrar, 
considering the sum paid in inadequate, had 
reported to the judge, and the judge, in 
making his order, had held that the em- 
ployers had no locus standi, or that finality 
was reached when the payment into Court 
was made, and he had apportioned £100 to 
the father and mother of the deceased and 
£200 to the father of the deceased man’s 
widow as her next of kin, but the Court of 
Appeal held that the judge had misdirected 
himself, and that the employers were en- 
titled under sub-rule 7 to come forward and 
claim repayment, as under Section 2 the 
widow had to be deemed to have died be- 
fore her husband, and the payment into 
Court in respect of her dependency was made 
under a misconception, and the matter in 
question had never been determined. The 
Court. theréfore, ordered that the £200 
apportioned to the next of kin to the widow 
should be paid out of Court to the employers, 
the appellants. 





An enlarged issue, containing many illus- 
trations of current Irish buildings and a 
number of authoritative articles (among 
others, by Mr. R. S. Wilshere, Mr. J. Walter 
Beckett, and Mr. Manning Robertson), marks 
the completion of the 75th year of the Jrish 
Builder and Engineer.
